A native of Mt. Storm and a graduate of Bayard 
High School, ''Bettie'' earned an associate in 
arts degree from Potomac State in 1942, a 
bachelor of science degree in home economics 
from West Virginia University in 1944, anda 
master of science degree in the same field from 
that institution in 1960. 





Prior to joining the Potomac State faculty in 1957, she taught on the second- 
ary level at Bayard and Grantsville, Md. schools.

We honor tonight Dr. Alan Henry Paine, 
who is retiring after twenty-eight years 
of service at Potomac State. A native of 
Biddeford, Maine, he was graduated from 
Scarborough High School. He earned a 
bachelor of science degree in math and 
industrial arts from the University of 
Southern Maine in 1940 and then taught at 
Williamstown (VT) High School in 1940- 
41, In July of 1942 he was drafted into the 
U.S. Army where he became a member 
of the Signal Corps, serving until 1945, 
His service took him to New Jersey and 
California and abroad to Italy, France, 
Germany, and England, 





Upon his discharge he entered Columbia University where he received 
his master of arts degree in math in1947. He then joined the faculty 

of Marlboro (VT) College from 1947 to 1951. He returned to Columbia 
for doctoral work in 1951-52. Following that year he was employed as 
an engineer for the Kearfott Company, Inc. from 1952-1954, 


In the fall of 1954 Alan joined our faculty. In 1960 he completed his 
doctorate in mathematics education at Columbia. 


Dr. Paine is a member of several professional organizations including 
the West Virginia Council of Teachers of Mathematics, National Council 
of Mathematics Teachers, Mathematical Associates of America, the 
West Virginia Academy of Science, and Phi Delta Kappa education 
honorary.
